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HE fascination cf the Frozen North to 

the explorer who has once penetrated its 

fastnesses seems to be as strong as the 
proverbial call of the sea to the sailor. 
Despite the cold, hardships and dangers, few 
Arctic travelers have failed to take advantage 
of a later opportunity to defy the Frost King 
and his subjects. Such has been the cxperi- 
ence of Captain Frank E. Kleinschmidt, who 
headed an expedition in 1913 to the Arctic 
regions of Siberia and has just returned from 


. a second trip to the same bleak regions after 


an absence of eighteen months. 

The expedition was partly scientific, partly 
sporting, and was unusually successful in 
both fields. Splendid specimens of bears and 
walruses were brought back as _ trophies, 
ultimately to find their way, no doubt, into 
the larger museums of the country. Captain 
Kleinschmidt was accompanied by his wife, 
who endured the hardships of the trip and 
entered into the spirit of the quest with the 
same zest as her husband. The bitter cold 
was no novelty to her, as she was born in 
Alaska, the daughter of one of the first mis- 
sionaries sent to that outpost of civilization. 

Moving pictures were taken throughout the 
trip, of keen interest in themselves and of 
great value to science, some stills from which 
are presented on these pages.
